General Andrew J. West has received 
the very appropriate and honorable 
appointment from Governor Joseph M, 
Brown as commissioner from Georgia 
to represent the state at the semi-cen- 
tennial celebration on the battle of Get- 
tysburge in 1913. 

General West is one of Georgia's best 
known confederate veterans. He was 
promoted to captain for his conspicu- 
ous Ballantry at the age of 18 after his 
regiment had been shot to pieces at 
Perryville, Ky.

30 ARTESIAN WELLS 
OFFERED TO COLUMBUS 
Columbus, Ga., March 14.—(Special.) 
The Hudson Engineering Company of 
New York, which sunk some thirty ar- 
tesian wells a mile or two south of 
Columbus, under a contract with the 
city, has offered to sell the wells to 
the city for $85,000. It is declared by 
the company that some $160,000 has 
been expended in boring the wells. 
Under the contract with’ the com- 
pany, the city was to make no pay- 
ments until a flow of 5,000,000 gallons 
per day was secured and shown by 
Official test, and the water was also 
shown, on official analysis, to be pure 
and satisfactory. The contractors 
finally succeeded in getting almost the 
requisite flow, and the water board 
believed that by an improvement 
the pumping service the required 
quantity of water could be had. An 
analysis of the water, how-

NO IMMEDIATE SETILEMENT 

OF THE BRITISH COAL STRIKE 

London, March 14,—After a gession 
lasting four hours today the joint con- 
ference of representatives of the gov- 
erninent, coal owners and miners ad- 
journed until 11:30 a. m. tomorrow. 
The increasing clamor against ad- 
herence to the policy of secrecy con- 
cerning negotiations vitally affecting 
the whole nation seems only to have 
made the government more reticent. 
The official statement issueq was the 
briefest yet, only saying:

General Sniffen Says Ray Had 
Taft, Hanna and Others 
Behind Him. 


Washington, March 14.——Paymaster 
Beecher B, Ray, whose political friend- 
ship for President Taft and whose 
army conduct is under investigation 
by a house committee, was also the} 
friend and supporter of the republicans 
presidential aspirant in campaigns in 
which he participated prior to the 
1908 campaigns, according to _ testi- 
mony today by Brigadier General C, C. 
Sniffen, retired paymaster general, 

General Sniffen vieweqg Major Ray’s 
record for the committee. He referred 
to political influences used by Major 
Ray and injected the names of Senator 
Cullom, of Illinois; Flihu Root, former

Knox Smith, commissioner of corpora- 
tions, has reported to President Taft 
that the government should preserve 
title to the remaining power sites and 
develop them to prevent a_ possible 
monopolization of public utility com- 
panies. A full report of the commis- 
sioner’s investigation of water power 
development was presented to the 
president today. 

Commissioner Smith directs narticu- 
lar attention to the increasing affilia- 
tion of water power concerns and pube 
lic service agencies, such as street 
railway and lighting corporations, 
and oftentimes banks as well. The 
connection between such concerns he 
regards of Serious public significance. 
The concentration of control 
water powers, the commissioner de- 
clares, is exercised partly by direct 
ownership of stock, but mainly 
through interlocking directorates. 
The rapidly increasing concentration 

water power control about which 
the cvmmissioner sounds a warning 
may become, he says, the nucleus for 
a monopoly of both water and = steam 
power. If the water power cannot 
meet the entire demand of given 
locality, he points out that the owners 
can acquire auxiliary fuel plants and 
handle water and fuel power over the 
same distributing lines, and thus com- 
piete commercial power monopoly 
might gradually be built up; in fact, 
already exists in a number of com- 
munities. 3 

Ten Great Groups 

Ten great groups 
the General Electric Company as the 
most powerful, are declared by Com- 
missioner Smith to control or strongly 
influence about 60 per cent of the de- 
veloped commercial water power of 
the United States. These ten groups 
themselves are more or less _inter- 
related, with resultant growing com- 
munity of interests. In this connec- 
tion the commissioner’s report says: 

“In this maze of inter-relationships, 
ranging trom praciically joint control 
down to personal association in com- 
mon directorates, is clearly revealed 
the drift of water power and public 
utility corporations under the control 
of a few very powerful interests 
These connections, some stronger and 
some Weaker, suggest a favorable con- 
dition for a very small number of men 
to consolidate very are interests 
whenever they may decide it to their 
advantage to do sv. This inter-lock- 
ing of interests through directors, 
while not necessarily indicating a 
purpose of monopoly, certainly. affords 
an incentive and a means of combina- 
tion.

000 horsepower, or 73 per cent of the 
comm ially developed, together with 
probab 71,900 horsepower more un- 
developed.

More important than this local cen- 
tralization, the commissioner declares, 
are the operations of ten large groups 
of interests which possess contro! 
influence over 1,821,000 developed 
horsepower about 60 per cent of the 
commercial water power in the United 
States together with 1,449.900 horse- 
power undeveloped. 


General Electric Interests. 


The General Electric interests, the 
report declares, control or influence 
$39,000 horsepower of developed water 
power in eighteen different states and 
640,000 horsepower of undeveloped re- 
sources, a2 grand total of over a mil- 
lion and a half horsepower. “Next are 
the Stone and Webster interests,” the 
report continues, “which either own 
or strongly influence 278,000 horse- 
power chiefly in connection with pub- 
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lic service concerns. They exercise 
control, largely through management 
rather than ownership, over 55 or 60 
companies, Eight have water power, 
the largest being on the Mississippi 
river and in the Puget Sound region. 

“The other groups are the Hydraulic 
Power Company, of Niagara Falls, 
144,000 horse-power; the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company, with over 118,- 
000 horse-power developed and the 
dominating factor in a large portion 
of California; the group known as the 
Clark-Foote-Hodenpy!-Walbridge in- 
terests, 104,000 horse-power, largely 
dominating the water power situation 
in Michigan and also active in Maine 
and Oregon; tee Southern rower Com- 
pany, 101,000 horse-power, which owns 
the great bulk of the commerciaily de- 
veloped power in South Carolina; the 
S. Morgan Smith interests (Georgia), 
76,000 horse-power; the Brady in- 
terests (Tennessee), 70,000 horse-pow- 
er; the United Missouri River Power 
Company, 65,000 horse-power, which 
with the Butte Electric Power Com- 
pany (General Electric group) prac- 
tically dominates the power situation 
in Montana, and the Tulleride Power 
Company (Colorado, Idaho and Utah), 
26,000 horse-power.

Washington, March 14.—Maintaining 
the’ constitutionality of the proposed 
excise tax bill, extending provisions of 
the corporation tax law to individuals 
and copartnerships, submitted as a 
revenue measure to replace customs 
duties on sugar, Representative Un- 
derwood, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, made a report to 
the house today, urging the passage of 
the bill, 

After arguing the constitutionality 
of the proposed law, proclaiming it in 
absolute conformity with supreme 
court decisions relating to the income 
tax, the report explains the provisions 
and of the measure it would 
effect individuals, 

“While the bill,” the report, 
embodies a new application of taxes, 
it carries all the modern philosophy of 
taxation. it proposes to oblige the 
citizen to contribute annually a fair 
and just portion of his net gains to 
the maintenance of the . government. 
As already stated, this bill, if enacted 
into law, will accomplish in the main 
all the purposes of a general income 
tax law and at the same time escape 
the disapproval of the supreme court, 
as it Keeps well within the principles 
laid down that court in sustaining 
the constitutionality of the corporation 
tax law.

Under the proposed law 
that portfon of idle wealth, held by 
idije persons, will escape, but because 
the tax is measured by the income 
from all sources, idle wealth held by 
any person coming within the broad 
definition of persons doing business, 
as laid down by the supreme court 
and quoted in the proposeqg law, will 
be liable to this tax... . 

“Individuals and copartnerships en- 
joy some privileges under the laws 
which corvorations qo not possess, and 
it is therefore equally within the con- 
stitutional power of congress to levy 
excise taxes upon the doing of busi- 
ness by individuals or copartnerships, 
and the fact that the privileges enjoy- 
ed by them are different from those 
enjoyed by corporations will justify a 
distinction in the law between the tax- 
ables. The only requirement is that 
as to each class the tax should be uni- 
form throughout the United States.

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NORTON MUST | 
SERVE SENTENCE 


The Deputy Sheriff Who Shot 
White Man Goes Up 
for Life. 


W. B. Norton, a deputy sheriff of 
Bibb county, will be compelled to 
serve a life sentence in the peniten- 
tiary, under a decision of the supreme 
court rendered yesterday, for murder. 

Norton was sent out by the sheriff 
of Bibb county to arrest some negroes 
who were alleged to have been shoot- 
ing their pistols house. 
He chased them into Jones county, 
and, although he had been told to 
make no arrest across the county line 
without a warrant, endeavored 
arrest R. V. Smith, ai white man, 
thinking in the dark that: he was a 
negro. Smith said he had done noth- 
ing wrong and that he did not pro- 
pose to be arrested, whereupon Nor- 
ton shut him in the hip, producing a 
wound from which he subsequently 
died. 

Norton was convicted and given a 
life sentence for murder. The supreme 
court holds that there are no grounds 
for a reversal, and Norton will have 
to go to the penitentiary.

'The Two Martins---Walsh and Phelan, 
Joined the Cracker Staff on Thursday;

TAFT ISSUES PROCLAMATION 

TO STOP SHIPMENT OF 

Washington, March 14.—President 
tonight signed the joint congres- 
sional resolution making it unlawful 
to export arms or munitions of war 
to any American country where do- 
mestic violence exists, and immedlate- 
ly afterwards issued a _ proclamation 
declaring that since such domestic vio- 
lence has been found to exist in Mex- 
all federal law officers were en- 
joined to prevent violations of the res- 
olution. 

With the signing of the resolution 
and promulgation of the proclamation 
violation of the neutrality laws be- 
comes a Misdemenaor, punishable by a 
fine of $19,000 or imprisonment for two 
years. or both. Although the presi- 
dent's proclamat fi iigmaifically names 
Mexico, the joif- ution is so 
worded that govermfine... officials ex- 
pect to make use of it in the future to 
prevent filibustering expeditions to 
any American country where a state 
of revolution exists. 

According to war department. offi- 
cials, this joint resolution gives tothe 
President what he nas long needed to 
curb the sending of arms into Mexico 
from Texas towns. It has been inti- 
mated, however, that if fear of the law 
does not prove an efectual barrier to 
filibustering, more troops must be sent 
to the Texas border to see that the 
law is enforced. Some estimates have 
put the number of troops necessary for 
a thorough patrol, as high as 25,000 
men, but for the present it is not re- 
garded as likely that the American 
force now smn Texas will be increased.
